so ta. Blue-g reen alg ae are 
amo ng the wo rld’s mo st primi­ 
tiv e o rg anisms; they are no t 
much mo re adv anced than the 
mo st primitiv e bacteria. Yet 
the Ev eleth samples appear to 
be v ery similar to the blue- 
g reen alg ae that help clo g to ­ 
day ’s eutro phy ing po nds. They 
are amo ng the wo rld’s earliest 
identifiable life fo rms, and the 
Minneso ta fo ssils, say s Dr. 
Presto n Clo ud, a bio -g eo lo g ist 
at the Univ ersity o f Califo rnia 
at Santa Barbara, are the o ld­ 
est demo nstrable ex amples y et 
fo und. 
„ Hie Minneso ta fo ssils ap­ 
pear to be “ slig htly o lder— 
pro bably no t mo re than a few 
millio n o r tens o f millio ns o f 
y ears,” than no w-famo us 
Gunflint micro fo ssils fro m 
the no rth sho re o f Lake Su­ 
perio r, the o ldest that co uld 
up to no w be co nfidently iden­ 
tified, say s Dr. Clo ud. 
“ But the real sig nificance is 
no t the ag e,’’ say s Dr. Clo ud, 


who se research is suppo rted by 
the Natio nal Science Fo unda­ 
tio n and the Natio nal Aero nau-. 
tics and Space Administratio n. 
“ They are no t all that much 
o lder than the Gunflint fo ssils.” 


In co ntrast to the Gunflint 
micro -fo ssils, ho wev er, the 
fact that they are readily sep­ 
arable fro m the ro ck depo sits 
in which they o ccur permits a 
co mpariso n with liv ing o r­ 
g anisms with a precisio n and 
detail no t hereto fo re po ssible. 


If, thanks to fine detail like 
that seen in these fo ssils fro m 
the Po keg ama strata in Minne­ 
so ta, ev o lutio nary chang es can 
be detected in blue-g reen alg ae, 
he sug g ests, then perhaps they 
can be used to identify the rela­ 
tiv e ag es o f strata in which they 
are fo und. 
Older micro fo ssils hav e 
been repo rted, say s Dr. 
Clo ud, g o ing back so me 3 .2 
billio n y ears o r mo re. But he 
feels that tho se are still o pen 
to scientific questio n; the 
Po keg ama and Gunflint fo s­ 
sils, he say s, are the o ldest 
o nes that can be called relicts 
o f early life with 100 per cent 
certainty .

tice Earl Warren when in ­ 
fo rmed o f Black ’s d eath “It is 
sad n ews.” 
Warren serv ed 16 y ears o n 
the high co u rt with Black , ap ­ 
p o in ted to the ben ch by Presi­ 
d en t Fran k lin 
D. Ro o sev elt. 
Black ’s 34 y ears o n the ben ch 
was the third lo n gest o f an y 
ju stice o n the co u rt. 
Black ’s strict in terp retatio n 
o f the U.S. Co n stitu tio n cau sed 
him to write in 1 962 an o p in io n 
d eclarin g that p ray er in p u blic 
scho o ls was u n co n stitu tio n al.

a bill q u ietly en acted in Illin o is re­ 
cen tly co u ld be alegislativ e lan d­ 
mark in its o wn right. 
The bill deals with p ro p erty an d 
liability in su ran ce co mp an y ban k ­ 
ru p tcies, an in creasin gly serio u s 
p ro blem in man y states. It co n cern s

24 , 17 7 9, o u r immo rtal 
sailo r Jo hn Pau l Jo n es abo ard his 
Bo n Ho mme Richard fo u ght by

gagemen ts in histo ry . 
He had n amed his ship in ho n o r o f 
Ben jamin Fran k lin an d Fran k lin ’s 
“Po o r Richard’s Alman ac.” Off 
Scarbo ro u gh, En glan d, with the v es­ 
sels y ardarm to y ardarm fo r fo u r 
tremen do u s ho u rs, he battled, de­ 
feated an d bo arded the great British 
ship Sera p is. An d so it is that if the 
o ld Nav y men co u ld lo o k do wn fro m 
so me q u arter-deck in the sk y they 
wo u ld an n o u n ce as their first herit­ 
age, as wo u ld all U.S. Nav y men to ­ 
day , Jo n es’s “I hav e n o t y et begu n to 
fight.” 
Jo n es’s n ame was n o t Jo n es. It 
was Jo hn Pau l. Bo rn a Sco tsman , he 
had k illed the rin gleader o f so me 
mu rdero u s crew members who had 
mu tin ied abo u rd his o wn merchan t­ 
man o n a v o y age to To bago . On the 
adv ice o f the British go v ern men t he 
disgu ised his n ame an d left To bago 
fo r co lo n ial Frederick sbu rg, Va. 
(an d an asso ciatio n with Patrick 
Hen ry ) rather than await a lo n g-de­ 
lay ed acq u ittal. 
Ou r famo u s n av al fighter, Step h­ 


en Decatu r, said o f n av al hero 
James Lawren ce: “He in sp ired all 
abo u t him with ardo r; he alway s 
saw the best thin g to be do n e; he 
k n ew the best way to do it; an d he 
had n o mo re do dge in him than the 
main mast.” This was also Jo n es. 
Bu t two y ears after Jo n es’s Bo n 
Ho mme Richard v icto ry , his rep u ta­ 
tio n as a hero co st him dearly —an d 
in , o f all p laces, Ru ssia. 
He was a small, bu lldo g o f a man 
with arctic-blu e ey es an d rain bo w 
blo o d in his v ein s, an d he wo u ld fin d 
little n ew in Mu sco v ite p ro blems to ­ 
day , altho u gh his relatio n ship with 
Catherin e the Great may be widely 
fo rgo tten . 


Tho mas Jefferso n an d Jo n es 
were in Paris that sp rin g. On Jeffer­ 
so n ’s adv ice, Jo n es trav eled to Ru s­ 
sia at the czarin a’s in v itatio n an d 
became an admiral in the Ru ssian 
n av y . 
Ou r Nav y was in the do ldru ms. In 
fact, o u r early Rep u blic laid do wn 
the k eel o f the great battleship New 
Yo rk an d then co n stru cted her with 
su ch leisu re that she was bu rn ed in 
the sto ck s, still u n co mp leted, when 
the Co n federates threaten ed the 
No rfo lk Nav y Yard abo u t 50 y ears 
later.

Is he p hy sically o r 
men tally ill, is there really a Ho w­ 
ard Hu ghes? 
At last so me an swers may so o n 
be p ro v ided to tho se q u estio n s abo u t 
the elu siv e mu lti-millio n aire n o bo dy 
has seen fo r mo re than a decade. 
Go v . D. N. O’Callaghan , o f Nev a­ 
da, is go in g to fo rce the issu e. As a 
resu lt o f his dealin gs with Hu ghes’ 
rep resen tativ es sin ce his electio n 
last fall, the go v ern o r n o w stro n gly 
do u bts that Hu ghes is well en o u gh to 
co n tro l his o wn bu sin ess affairs. An d 
this u n derstan dably wo rries Go v . 
O’Callaghan , sin ce Hu ghes is the 
so le o wn er o f a min in g, gamblin g, 
an d real estate emp ire in Nev ada 
wo rth mo re than $200 millio n . 
The go v ern o r’s admin istratio n 
has refu sed to reco gn ize the reo r­ 
gan izatio n o f the co mp an y ’s stru c­ 
tu re that fo llo wed the recen t my ste­ 
rio u s firin gs o f sev eral lo n g-time 
Hu ghes ex ecu tiv es. Officially , the 
state has balk ed at do in g bu sin ess 
with the n ew man agers an d in dicat­ 
ed it wo u ld gran t a gamin g licen se to 
the n ewco mers o n ly if they co u ld 
p ro v e they were actu ally fo llo win g 
the wishes o f their bo ss. (Hu ghes’ 
chief admin istrato r, Ro ber Maheu , 
was du mp ed in the tu rn o v er an d is 
also challen gin g the legitimacy o f 
the n ew team in co u rt.) 
Go v . 
O’Callaghan ’s su sp icio n s 
deep en ed recen tly when he was v is­ 
ited by two do cto rs, who so u ght to 
co n v in ce him that Hu ghes was bo th 
men tally an d p hy sically in p erfect 
co n ditio n . On e do cto r is the relativ e 
o f a Hu ghes ex ecu tiv e; the o ther is 
k n o wn to be a frien d o f Hu ghes. 
The go v ern o r to ld the p hy sician s 
that he wo u ld lik e to p ay a brief v isit 
o n Hu ghes himself— o r sen d a p er­ 
so n al rep resen tativ e accep table to 
Hu ghes—in o rder to feel reassu red 
that in deed all was well. The do cto rs 
were ap p alled “Yo u can ’t do that,” 
o n e said firmly . “It wo u ld be to o 
trau matic fo r him.” 


The Nev ada Gamin g Co mmis­ 
sio n , co n tro lled by the go v ern o r, o r­ 
dered Hu ghes’ ex ecu tiv es to fu rn ish 
a letter bearin g bo th Hu ghes’ sign a­ 
tu re an d his fin gerp rin ts to p ro v e 
their claims that they are actin g at 
his behest. The co mmissio n , aware 
o f the go v ern o r’s ex p erien ce with 
the do cto rs, did n o t ask to in terv iew 
Hu ghes p erso n ally . 
The n ew Hu ghes man agemen t 
team thereu p o n p ro du ced a letter 
sign ed with Hu ghes’ n ame. State o f­ 
ficials co u ld n o t v erify the sign atu re 
as that o f Hu ghes—an d the letter 
co n tain ed n o fin gerp rin ts. 
Go v . O’Callaghan is gro win g im­ 
p atien t. “I do n ’t see what is so diffi­ 
cu lt abo u t gettin g a man ’s fin ger­ 
p rin ts o n a letter if it is really his, 
an d I do n ’t see why it is trau matic 
fo r a healthy man to hav e a v isito r,” 
he o bserv es. “I am gettin g fed u p 
with the in trigu e that su rro u n ds the 
en tire m atter.” 
Fo r the mo men t, there is an im­ 
p asse. Ev en tu ally Hu ghes will hav e 
to p ro du ce accep table p ro o f o f his 
cap acity to ru n his emp ire, o r his 
n ew man agemen t will be sev erely 
restricted in its ability to fu n ctio n in 
Nev ada. 
Hu ghes fled Nev ada in secrecy 
fo r the Bahamas last No v ember, 
sho rtly after O’Callaghan , a Demo ­ 
crat, was elected to rep lace Go v . 
Pau l Lax alt, a Rep u blican . In co n ­ 
trast to Lax alt, who has clo se p er­ 
so n al an d fin an cial co n n ectio n s with 
Maheu , Go v . O’Callaghan receiv ed 
n o camp aign help fro m Hu ghes an d 
feels n o p articu lar o bligatio n to him. 
(Lax alt, ho wev er, in sists he n ev er 
saw Hu ghes du rin g his two terms in 
the Stateho u se.) 
The Hu ghes my stery has deep ­ 
en ed each y ear, amidst ru mo rs o f 
o dd fin an cial man eu v ers an d ev en 
mo re p ecu liar p erso n al behav io r. 
There were ev en sto ries at o n e time 
that Hu ghes wan ted to bu y the who le 
state o f Nev ada.

Jefferso n , 
ex asp erated 
an d 
alarmed by the military dallian ce in 
o u r cap ital, u rged his frien d Jo n es to 
accep t Catherin e’s o ffer o f activ e 
sea au ty so that he wo u ld n o t gro w 
ru sty in the ev en t o f an o ther Ameri­ 
can war. 
Reticen t an d demu re as Mae 
West, scen ted, jeweled, an d her dark 
mu stache lightly p o wdered, Cathe­ 
rin e co n v en ed her co u rt in a brillian t 
co mmissio n in g o f Jo n es in to her 
n av y . 
The Tu rk s had the Ru ssian fleet 
o n the ru n in the v ital Bo sp o ru s. 
Jo n es p ro ceeded to a Black Sea bat­ 
tle statio n n ear Yalta, n o less. He p u t 
the strategic geo grap hy o f the Bo s­ 
p o ru s in to mo tio n an d so o n rev ersed 
the Tu rk s’ gain s. Bu t the co ld sp i­ 
ders o f embarrassmen t, p an ic an d 
en v y crawled do wn the back o f Cath­ 
erin e’s armchair admirals as the 
n ews o f Jo n es’s v icto ries reached 
her co u rt. 
When he beat his way back to St. 
Petersbu rg the fo llo win g March to 
co n fro n t her an d to ask simp le ju s­ 
tice an d su p p o rt, the p arty was o v er. 
America’s hero had serv ed St. Pe­ 
tersbu rg’s p u rp o se. Bu t n o t co n ten t 
with this, Catherin e ro ared an at­ 
tack again st Jo n es’s character an d 
p u t him o n fo rmal trial o n a tru m­ 


p ed-u p p atern ity charge that was 
p aten tly a lie. 
Jo n es faced the o u trage with 
bared breast an d in do mitable resist­ 
an ce. He stay ed o n in Ru ssia fo r sev ­ 
en lo n g an d fightfu l y ears try in g u n ­ 
su ccessfu lly to achiev e v in dicatio n . 
Jo n es liv ed in v ario u s p laces 
abro ad in retiremen t u n til he died at 
45. When he p asses away in Paris in 
1792 he was bu ried there. Bu t his 
grav e an d ev en the cemetery that 
co n tain ed it were fo rgo tten fo r 113 
y ears. 
Then an American Ambassado r 
to Fran ce, Ho race E. Po rter, decid­ 
ed so methin g sho u ld be do n e. In 1905 
he made a sy stematic search fo r 
Jo n es’s grav e. Mo n ths later Ameri­ 
ca was rewarded. The Ambassado r 
fo u n d it in Paris’s St. Lo u is Ceme­ 
tery u n der a ro ttin g, twisted mass o f 
o v ergro wn fo liage. 


The remain s o t Jo hn Pau l Jo n es 
were retu rn ed to the Un ited States, 
esco rted by a fleet o f warship s. The 
bo dy came to rest fin ally in 1913 
within the cry p t o f the beau tifu l 
chap el at An n ap o lis—o u r great 
Nav y ’s first hero o f o u r fightin g 
fleet.

WASHINGTON (NEA) — The 
n ews abo u t black American s is ho w 
little is hap p en in g to giv e them 
reaso n able ho p e o f fin al accep tan ce 
in an o v erwhelmin gly white so ciety . 
There are bright in dicato rs, o f 
co u rse. Imp ro v emen ts in in co me 
lev els, du ly reco rded by the Cen su s 
Bo ard. So me 2,000 black elected 
o fficials in p o litical o ffices No rth 
an d So u th. So me 7 0 black s en ro lled 
this y ear in Harv ard’s gradu ate 
bu sin ess scho o l, again st a to tal o f 41 
en ro lled there in the 68 y ears fro m 
1901 to 1969. 
Bu t 
y o u 
can 
fin d 
black 
sp o k esmen here an d in o ther majo r 
U.S. cities who will say that these 
gain s hardly ru ffle the su rface. The 
v o ices are n o t tho se o f an gry mili­ 
tan ts who hate the white sy stem an d 
talk sep aratism. They simp ly say 
that, fo r black s, the sy stem is 
“o p en ” ju st a crack . 
Fo r in stan ce, tho se 2,000 o r so 
black elected o fficials. Co mp ared to 
a decade ago , the leap u p ward is 
large. Bu t the to tal co mes to less 
than o n e-half p er cen t o f the 520,000 
elected o fficials in this co u n try . An d 
y et black s co n stitu te 11 p er cen t o f 
the p o p u latio n . 
In the bu sin ess wo rld, the black 
shu to u t at k ey lev els is cru shin g. A 
1970 su rv ey o f the 50 largest U.S. 
co rp o ratio n s p ro du ced a figu re o f 
2,522 “to p man agemen t” jo bs in 
tho se en terp rises. No t a sin gle o n e 
was held by a black . 
Black “v isibility ” has in deed in ­ 
creased measu rably in American 
bu sin ess. The co mp lain t, ev iden tly 
ju stified, is that it do es n o t ex ten d to 
p o sitio n s o f real o p eratio n al au tho r­ 
ity . 
Mo derate black s 
shak e their 
heads sadly o v er su ch ev iden ce. 
They argu e that u n til black s are 
seen u n mistak ably to be ex ercisin g 
real eco n o mic an d p o litical clo u t in 
this so ciety , the still gro win g black 
min o rity will n o t hav e either faith o r 
ho p e. 
There is n o in ten t amo n g n o n ­ 
militan t black leaders to belittle 


p ro v able gain s in in co me, in n u m­ 
bers o f jo bs, in better v isibility (o f 
so rts) in p o litical an d bu sin ess o f­ 
fice. The co mp lain t, again , is that 
these demo n strable chan ges are n o t 
en o u gh—becau se they do n o t go the 
fin al mile to real p o wer an d to tal 
accep tan ce. 
In Presiden t Nix o n ’s Sep t. 9 
address to Co n gress, which was p art

Two diaries written in 1871 
and 1872 by Thomas Morgan of 
the Aurora construction firm, 
Morgan and McClure, and 
recently found in the church 
archiv es, rev eal v aluable in­ 
formation concerning the con­ 
struction of the church, which 
began in September of 1871. 
Building Contract 
Mr. Morgan came to Dix on 
J une 21, 1871, with A. H. Ell- 
wood, architect, for the purpose 
of negotiating a building con­ 
tract with the v estry of St. 
Luke’s. The parish church at 
that time was a frame struc­ 
ture, now the Methodist Church 
pa rsona ge. The corner lot, 
where 
St. 
Luke’s 
Church 
stands, was acquired in 1868 
from Col. J ohn Dement, and in 
1869 the foundation was started, 
work was discontinued until 
1871 when Mr. Morgan returned 
to Dix on, and liv ed with a Mr. 
and Mrs. Brown for $4.50 per 
wedk. 
The church cornerstone was 
laid on Sept. 7, 1871, when the 
ceremony was conducted by the 
Rev . J ohn Wilkinson, a former 
rector. 
In Mr. Morgan’s diary , the 
great Chicago fire is scarcely 
m entioned on Oct. 9 -10-11, 
because he was so occupied 
with getting materials for the 
church and erecting the front 
door frame. Following a heav y 
rain on Oct. 14, the rear gable, 
which had just been completed, 
fell with great distruction of 
timber. Workmen spent the 
following ten day s restoring the 
gable and completing the arch. 
On cold winter day s only the 
stone cutters could work, and 
most of the workmen worked 
inside on pews, spandrels and 
columns. 
Mr. Morgan wrote in his 
diary on April 2 that the work 
crews were furring the sacristy 
and chancel, and by May work 
on the spire was started. The 
stained glass windows were 
installed in late J une, and the 
cross was raised on the. spire 
J uly 9 . By September of 1872, 
the final work was being done, 
and the church was opened for 
serv ices on Sept. 15,1872. It was 
consecrated on Saint Luke’s 
Day , Oct. 18, 1872, by the Rt. 
Rev . Henry J ohn Whitehouse, 


D.D., Bishop of Chicago.

DeKALB— A decision to 
locate a 5 00-foot radio broad­ 
casting tower on Northern Illi­ 
nois U niv ersity ’s Lorado Taft 
Field Campu s near Oregon has 
been re-opened by President 
Richard J. Nelson who has 
ask ed NIU’s Campu s Env iron­ 
m ental Committee to stu dy the 
q u estion and m ak e a recom ­ 
mendation. 
The stu d ent-facu lty CEC 
com m ittee listened to presenta­ 
tions Wednesday from opposing 
sides and set a m eeting for 2 
p.m. W ednesday , Sept. 29 to 
hear additional information be­ 
fore mak ing a recom m enda­ 
tion. The meeting will be held at 
4 02 Faraday Hall. 
Dr. Clair R. Tettem er, direc­ 
tor of NIU Commu nications 
Serv ices, ou tlined the back ­ 
grou nd of the decision to locate 
the tower on the Taft campu s. 
The tower wou ld be the princi­ 
pal component of a satellite sta ­ 
tion to NIU radio station WNIU- 
FM and wou ld hav e 5 0,000 watts 
of power. The signal wou ld be 
beamed toward the Rock ford- 
Freeport area and the north­ 
western section of Illinois, an 
area not presently serv ed by 
non-commercial broadcasting. 
Northern has been aw arded a 
$130,7 6 6 facilities grant by the 
D epartm ent of Health. Edu ca­ 
tion and Welfare to bu ild the 
satellite station. 
Opposing the Taft cam pu s 
site were Dr. Donald R. Ham ­ 
m erm an, director of the Taft 
cam pu s, and Dou glas E. Wade, 
assistant professor of ou tdoor 
teacher edu cation. 
They objected to the project 
on 
esth etic 
grou nds 
and 
becau se it wou ld interfere with 
parts of their present or fu tu re 
instru ctional program s. 
H am m erm an, in a written re ­ 
port, said, “ the optimu m natu r­ 
al landscape character of Taft 
shou ld be intensified, not oblit­ 
erated or clu ttered u p by inhar­ 
moniou s stru ctu res . . . the im ­ 
position of a large FM tower 
wou ld be intolerable.” 
Wade said the tower on the 
Taft cam pu s wou ld be a form of 
“sight pollu tion.” 
Taft cam pu s facu lty said they 
were not opposed to the con­ 
stru ction of a tower or su b­ 
station to ex pand the serv ices

He 
pointed ou t that what the radio 
station was doing in increasing 
its power to bring edu cational 
broadcasting to a larger au di­ 
ence was part of the responsi­ 
bility of a u niv ersity to the com ­ 
mu nity .

Vail, a Bav arian v illage in an American setting, is 
beautiful in the summer but not as ex citing or glamorous as during 
the ski season . . . and did y ou know that the town was named after 
a brother of “ Chuck” Vail’s grandfather. . . how about that! 
An outstanding ski resort, Vail is rapidly coming 
into its own as a top-notch summer retreat.. . and how it has 
grown since we were last there in the winter of ’6 8 . . . summer 
v isitors may swim, play tennis, golf, take long hikes, ride the 
gondola up to Mid-Vale for a breathtaking v iew of the Rockies; 
fish, take a jeep tour of the surrounding area or follow moun­ 
tain trails on horseback. 


The town has two beauty salons but nary a barbershop . . . one 
supermarket— a delicatessen and one theater . . . melodrama— 
“ Curse You Villain” — at the Out Back, where y ou may also hav e 
dinner before the curtain goes up . . . plans are afoot to offer “ Hei­ 
di” for nex t summer’s guests . . . many shops for y our buy ing or 
browsing pleasure . . . our fav orites were Krisman, Kaleidoscope, 
Garsuch, the Cov ered Bridge Store, Pepi Sports . . . and the Gas­ 
light Candle Shop is a must. 
The Vail Community Health Clinic has been ex tended to in­ 
clude a new “ in-patient 20-bed facility prov iding ov ernight care 
for emergency patients” . .. and the town can be justly proud 
of the v olunteer fire department. . . it has the highest rating 
for a v olunteer department within all of Colorado, Wy oming 
and New Mex ico. 


The Vail Trail is the only newspaper in the v illage . . . pub­ 
lished weekly , its masthead proclaims it to be “ Vail’s Greatest 
Newspaper” . . . also notes that the “ Circulation is Great” — 
“ Weather is Great” — “ Summer is Great” . . . nev er thought a sim­ 
ple, innocuous word such as “ great” could cause such an uproar 
among the townspeople. . . it was just one man’s ex pressed opinion 
but the editor brewed a tempest in a teapot when he wrote an ar­ 
ticle on Vail’s restaurants. 
Quoting, in part . . . “ we’v e seldom had a bad meal in Vail 
. . . we’v e often had good ones— but to be truly honest, we’v e 
nev er had a ’great’ meal” . . . WHAM! did the mud ev er hit the 
fan . . . some of the restauranteurs, acting like spoiled chil­ 
dren, pulled their adv ertising from the Vail Trail . . . is any 
business, serv ice or industry so “ great” that it does not bear 
improv ement? . . . as an outsider looking on— believ e the 
whole ridiculous deal was a matter of semantics . . . we as indi­ 
v iduals are prone to interpret the written word as suits our 
need, motiv e or purpose. . . we do not consider the article in its 
entirety — but are mov ed to near-hy steria by just one word or 
phrase that is not to our liking; assuming that it is meant spe­ 
cifically for us. 


In this particular article, the editor had ev en brought out the 
fact that “ great” had a different connotation to different people— 
that he believ ed a “ great” meal was hard to find wherev er one goes 
. . . and he was of the opinion that a “ great” meal was more than 
just food . . . it’s the silv erware, dishes, table appointments, nap- 
pery — the height of the table in relation to the chair . . . and most of 
all— a polite, cheerful and helpful waiter, waitress and-or man­ 
ager. 
During our three-week stay in Vail we made the rounds of 
the dining spots . .. we had ex cellent meals and we had meals 
that were not ex cellent.. . we also had some that we could not 
eat . . . in the latter case, perhaps we weren’t hungry — or we 
didn't select w isely 
but it didn’t throw us into a tizzy . . . 
how could it— because ev ery place we went the personnel was

Chu rch Mu sic 
Mu sicians, mu ch like edito rs, 
p hy sicians and many indu s­ 
trialists, often think their likes 
and dislikes are a tru e y ard­ 
stick for lay men. 
Not so ! 
When p eop le come to chu rch, 
they are NOT p rimarily co n­ 
cerned with the melo dic “p y ro ­ 
technics” of a fancy cho ir or 
cho ru s. 
Fo r the latter’s cho ral ly rics 
are often u nintelligib le to the 
co ngregatio n.

y ears! 
Withou t su ch rev iv al of o u r 
p rev io u s mo ral moods, we are 
left flat and u ninsp ired, so the 
cho ir merely wastes an ex tra 5 
or 10 minu tes in the mo dern du ll 
chu rch hou r! 
And, lest y ou think I am 
wrong, look at the lay men’s 
rating of their fav o rite chu rch 
hy mns: 
(1) “ How' Great Thou Art” 
(2) “The Old Ru gged Cro ss” 
(3) “What a Friend We Hav e 
in Jesu s” was tied with “A 
Mighty Fo rtress Is Ou r Go d” 
(5 ) “Onward Christian Sol­ 
diers” 
(6 ) Holy , Holy , Holy ” 
(7 ) “ In the Garden” 
Earlier this week I mentio ned 
that famo u s “Motiv ation Test” 
which showed fiv e b asic laws of 
Hu man Motiv ation. 


One of which was this: 
“Peo p le are mo tiv ated b y 
what THEY want rather than 
b y what YOU like!” 
Mov ie makers hav e long de­ 
nied that fact, which is why 
they p ooh-p oohed “the Sou nd of 


Mu sic” thou gh it b ecame an all- 
time hit with mov ie-goers! 
E dito rs hav e ev en killed

Peter Fonda speaks: 
the sky is falling

HOLLYWOOD (NEA)— Yo u 
wo u ldn ’t lo o k at 
the

twice. It’s o ld an d weathered 
an d set b ack fro m a dreary 
street b ehin d a weedy lawn . Its 
chief featu re is a flag p o le, fro m 
which an u p side-do wn flag flu t­ 
ters fo rlo rn ly .

Peter Fo n da, acto r, m o v iem ak­ 
er an d self-sy led an archist.

An d then he g rin n ed an d said, 
“See why I wo n ’t b e p resi­ 
den t?” 
He is u tterly p essim istic 
ab o u t o u r wo rld, the U.S. g o v ­ 
ern men t an d the hu man co n di­ 
tio n . He thin ks we hav e o n ly a 
few y ears left to u s.
